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UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


1652 Oak Tree Shilling. Choice Very Fine. Noe 5. 67.9 grains. 
What appears to be a bend or flattened area at the top of the obverse 
is actually a massive die cud which is diagnostic of this issue. The 
surfaces are exceptional and the color is an even, original steel- 
grey. An outstanding example of the Type and the variety. 


1652 Oak Tree Shilling. Very Fine. Noe 7. Struck on a slightly 
out-of-round planchet, with the tops of SETS IN cut off. The date 
side is nicely centered and displays a massive die cud indicating 
a late state (State H) of the dies. The surfaces are lightly porous, 
and the color is a dull steel-lilac. 


1652 Pine Tree Shilling. Very Fine. Noe 20. Nicely detailed, with 
some planchet waviness and a few minor rim problems on either 
side. The tree side shows some iridescent steel toning, while the 
reverse has grey, matte surfaces. 


Undated Bar Cent. About Uncirculated. Glossy, with chocolate 
brown surfaces. The diagnostic spurs are visible on the reverse; 
these attest to the authenticity of this piece. A few small spots are 
visible on the reverse, but these do not detract from the overall 
quality of this coin. 
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CONTINENTAL DOLLAR RESTRUCK 
OVER MORGAN DOLLAR 


1776 Continental Dollar restruck over an 1885 Morgan Silver 
Dollar! Extremely Fine, although the grade is a moot point. This 
is one of the earlier restrikes of the Continental Dollar, probably 
made near the 1885 date. The undertype of the Morgan Dollar 
is easily visible even to the naked eye. The 1885 date was 
deliberately placed near the 1776 date of the Continental Dollar. 
A few small cracks in the planchet are noted at the rims. This 
was caused by the spreading out of the Silver Dollar as it was 
struck with the Continental Dollar dies. An exceptional item which 
should excite both Colonial and exonumia collectors alike! 


RARE CONNECTICUT STRIKING ERROR 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Extremely Fine. Miller 32.7-X.1. Tri- 
ple struck (at least), with two of the strikings way off-center. 
Because of the number of strikes, this piece is on a much wider 
flan than normal. The final striking is nicely centered. This is 
a most dramatic error and very rare as such. These items always 
fetch handsome prices at auction.

1788 Connecticut Copper. Extremely Fine. Miller 3-B.2, High 
Rarity 6. This lovely, glossy brown example was struck over a 
Nova Constellatio Copper, with the undertype visible on both sides. 
The condition of this coin is exceptional and vastly superior to 
the Taylor examples. This piece should be of considerable interest 
to the Connecticut Copper specialist.

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VERY RARE ORIGINAL CASTORLAND 


JETON IN SILVER 


1796 Castorland Jeton. Extremely Fine. Silver, from the 
original dies! 242.1 grains. Easily distinguished from the later 
restrikes by the workmanship of the dies, the primitive edge 
reeding, the rust at the right pot handle on the reverse, and the 
lack of the die-break at S of PARENS. This piece is a lovely, 
lustrous example, with some steel peripheral toning. It has been 
several years since we have had the pleasure of offering an Original 
Castorland. Research currently being conducted by the cataloguer 
indicates that less than twenty different specimens have appeared 
in Silver over the last several decades; it is highly doubtful if more 
than that are known. It should be noted that the Norweb specimen, 
almost an exact duplicate of this example, recently brought $4400. 


Castorland translates literally to Beaver Land, and alludes to a land development 
project initiated in northern New York, near the present day town of Castorland! 
The original development plans called for the sale of six thousand lots of one hun- 
dred acres each, at a price of $152.28 a lot, fifty acres to be paid for immediately 
and fifty at the end of seven years. What an investment that turned out to be! 


A pair of Machins Mill Coppers, as follows: 1787 Vlack 19-87C, 
Very Good. Pleasing planchet. 1788 Vlack 23-88A, Very Good. 
Struck from a late state of the dies, with some buckling visible 
on both sides. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


1723 Hibernia Halfpenny. About Uncirculated. Very close to 
Mint State. The only indication of wear is a difference in color 
on the high points. Considerable original mint color still remains. 

For many years, there has been a lack of interest in the Hibernia and Rosa 
Americana series. The recent offering of the Norweb materials, in conjunction with 
Mike Hodder’s excellent research, has rekindled interest in these series. Both series 
are replete with patterns, rarities and odd and curious varieties. Collectors should 
take a contrarian position and purchase some of these items while prices are still 
depressed. 
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1723 Hibernia Halfpenny. Uncirculated. Chocolate brown, with 
little of the original mint luster still remaining. The reverse was 
struck from a rusted die, and tiny raised bumps are visible 
throughout the design. 


1723 Hibernia Halfpenny. Choice Uncirculated. This lovely red 
and brown example is absolutely original in all respects and ranks 
as one of the most pleasing examples we have seen. The surfaces 
are immaculate, and the red color is totally original. An outstan- 
ding example. 

Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #IRUI05 (new color certificate). 


1723 Hibernia Halfpenny. Choice Uncirculated. Another exam- 
ple of this Type, with less original red. The surfaces are equally 
as impressive, making this a top-notch example. 

Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #1RU106 (new color certificate). 


1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Choice Uncirculated. Mostly red, with 
some mellowing of the original color. Free of the spots seen on 
the Mendes Cohen hoard coins. 

Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #IRUI07 (new color certificate). 


1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Choice Uncirculated. A virtual twin 
to the preceding lot, with similar quantities of original red color. 


VERMONT COPPERS 


1785 Vermont Copper. Very Good to Fine. Ryder 2, Landscape 
Type, “VERMONTS” legend. Perfectly centered, with a full date 
and most of the legends still visible. Probably cleaned at one time, 
but now retoned to a natural red-brown color. 


1785 Vermont Copper. Good. Ryder 3, Landscape Type, “VER- 
MONTS” legend. Nicely centered. The details suggest a grade 
of Fine or so, but the surfaces are quite rough. Nevertheless, this 
is a tough variety which is seldom seen in any grade. 


1785 Vermont Copper. Very Good. Ryder 4, Landscape Type, 
the only “VERMONTIS” variety. Struck from a late state of the 
dies, with a bulged obverse. The date is visible, except for the 
7 (which is partially obliterated by a planchet defect). Mostly 
brown, and pleasing for the grade. Another very tough variety.

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1786 Vermont Copper. Very Good. Ryder 9, the popular “Baby 
Head” variety. Brick red, with some green encrustations on the 
obverse. Reasonably well-detailed for the grade, and remarkably 
free of the fissures and massive defects which seem to be 
characteristic of this variety. 


An interesting group of low-grade Vermont Coppers, including 
the following items: Ryder 11, Good. Chocolate brown and free 
of planchet defects. Apparently, this piece was attacked by some 
sort of sharp, pointed object, as there are several very small pin- 
holes on either side. Ryder 12, Fine. Brick red, with tan highlights. 
Uniformly porous. Ryder 17, About Good. Easily identified as 
this tough variety, but with dark surfaces. Ryder 27, Very Good. 
An interesting error striking. At K-I]1 on the obverse, a small clip 
is visible. Adjacent to that is an arc from an errant planchet cut- 
ter. In addition, a large planchet-cutter arc may be seen on the 
lower obverse (these items are also visible on the reverse side).

1788 Vermont Copper. Ryder 16. A choice Very Fine example, 
with dark olive fields, and lighter, tan highpoints. Free of any im- 
pairments whatsoever, and a top-notch example of the variety. 


1788 Vermont Copper. Ryder 25. Choice Very Fine, and quite 
similar to the last lot in appearance. The date is virtually full and 
the surfaces are immaculate.

1887 Proof (62). A bright, yellow-gold Proof, with a vibrant 
brilliance in the fields, and lightly frosted devices. This is one 
of the very rare error Proofs mentioned by Akers. This coin 
was first struck with the reverse die aligned 180 degrees from 
normal, and then was struck with the dies in a normal align- 
ment. The understriking is readily visible on the reverse, and 
a good glass reveals a considerable amount of the details of the 
original striking. It will be interesting to see if this anomaly 
adds anything to the price of this coin. 


This is one of the 400 restrikes issued in 1880, with light stria- 
tions visible on both sides (this is characteristic of the restrikes). 
A few light hairlines are in evidence; otherwise, the coin is ex- 
ceptional. This is probably one of the most popular coins ever 
issued by the United States! 

The “Stella” was issued in an attempt to link some of the European gold 
denominations with one of the United States. The Four-Dollar denomination was 
chosen because it most closely approximated the size of the European gold coins. 
The Three-Dollar Gold piece was too light and the Half Eagle was too, heavy, 
thus a new denomination was proposed. The idea for this whole affair came from 
the Honorable John A. Kasson, then U.S. Minister to Austria. Charles Barber 
designed the Flowing Hair Type and George T. Morgan designed the Coiled Hair 
Type. Both are simple, beautiful designs. All of the coins are considered pattern

Some basic data were given in 
Bowers & Merena’s catalog of the first part of the Norweb collection, and it will 
be interesting to see what additional information comes to light. 


EXCEPTIONAL 1844 HALF EAGLE
